Consider Arrest Important. 

The police fook on Murray’s arrest as one of 
the most important in some time.

WIFE HEARS A QUARREL. 


Listens to Husband Conversing 


with Unknown Man Just 
as Fatal Shot Is 
Fired. 
PULICE SEARCH FOR CLEW. 


st. Joseph, Mo., Dec, 25.—[Special.]}—Frank 
Richardson, a millionaire resident of Savan- 
nah, fourteen milés northeast of this city, 
was murdered by an unknown man in the 
hallWay of his home last night soon after 
9 o’clock. He was shot in the back of the 
head, the bullet passing threugh the brain. 
Death followed a few minutes later and be- 
fore the.victim uttered a word. 
Mr. Richardson left the mercantile house 
of Fife & Richardson, in which he was a 
partner, at 8 o’clock last night, telling Mr. 
Fife he was going home, as he had an en- 
gagement with Mrs. Richardson to go to 
gathering of friends to celebrate Christmas 
om | 

Shortly after 9 o'clock he arrived at the 
front door of his home, where Mrs. Richard- 
son heard him talking to some one. She 
heard the person with her husband say, 
“Well, has it come to this?” Almost in- 
stantly there was a report of a revolver 
and she rushed to the door to find her hus- 
band in the hallway staggering from a fatal 
wound. He walked into the parlor and fell 
dead, 


The person with whom Mr. Richardson had 
been talking immediately disappeared. Sus- 
picion tonight points strongly toa prominent 
business-man of Savannah as being the mur- 
derer, but detectives who are working on 
the case say they have insufficient evidence 
to warrant the making of an arrest. It is 
strongly hinted there is a woman in the case. 


was fond of his wife and three children, two 
sons and a daughter, the oldest being his 
12-year-old son. 

Frank Richardson was 42 years of age and 
was a member of an old and respected family 
of Missouri. His father, the late Major John 
D. Richardson, who was for many years a 
resident of Savannah, died in St. Joseph 
three years ago, having removed to that city 
only a short time before his death. 

J. D. Richardson Jr., General Manager of 
the American Biscuit company, and for mass 
years manager of the Sommer-Richardson 
factory of the American Biscuit company in 
St. Jaseph, was his brother and he had two 
sisters. He was popular and it is not known 
he had an enemy on earth. The dead man 
was a large holder of the biscuit trust stock. 


Four Shot, Two Seriously. 


Carbondale, III., Dec. 25.—{Special.]—Two 
men are seriously if not mortally wounded 
and two others are maimed for life as the re- 
sult of a shooting affray in a saloon at 
Vergennes, III., a village near here.

ELSIE FREEMAN TAKES CHLORO- 


FORM IN LINCOLN PARK. 


Despondency Because of a Belief That 
Samuel C. McCune Had Married An- 
ether the Cause — Policeman Finds 
Her Unconscious with Handkerchief 
Across Her Face — Writes Note to 
Friend Accusing Man of Desertion— 
Woman Will Recover. 


Elsie Freeman, a dressmaker 82 years old. 
was found in Lincoln Park, near the Grant 
monument, yesterday morning, unconscious 
from the effects of chloroform she had 
taken the night before. The woman was 
revived after two hours hard work by the 
physicians at the German Hospital. She 
told Dr. Becker that she had tried to kill 
herself because Samuel C. McCune of Fifty- 
fifth and Halsted streets had deserted Her 
and married another woman. She said she 
was sorry she had been rescued. 

Park Policeman Sanger found Miss Free- 
man at 8 o’clock in the morning, half frozen 
in addition to being completely under the 
influence of chloroform. She had swallowed 
about two ounces of the drug, and had later 
summoned sufficient strength to wet her 
handkerchief and lay it across her face. In 
another handkerchief there was tied a let- 
ter addressed to der only friend,“ who 
she afterwards sald was Mrs. Nevlin of 51 
Carpenter street, with whom she has been 
living for the last two weeks. The letter 18 
as follows: 


To My Only Friend: Samuel G. McCune and 
Ellenor C. Eisele. Thos: names have been seared 
in my mind for the last year, but now I thank God 
that I can stamp them from my memory forever. 
When his first wife died he said that he 
would marry me. I followed him around in blind 
faith and obeyed his every command. I was as 
faithful as a dog, and repeatedly asked him to 
marry me, but he kept putting me off with the 
tenderest promises. Then I heard he was going 
with her, and the keenest misery filled my soul. 
God only knows how I suffered. I have endured — 
thousand deaths before I brought myself to 
my own life. Then I read in the papers that: 


had mfarried her and I wanted to live no more. 
ELSIE FREEMAN. 


Gives Wrong Name at Hospital. 
Freeman asked the attendants at 
the hospital not to let the man know that 
she had tried to kill herself. She gave 
them her name as Elsie Manyette, when first 
questioned, and said that the man who left 
her was Henry Freeman. Mrs. Nevlin called 
at the hospital in the afternoon and that 
Miss Freeman had left her house on Mon- 
day afternoon at 4 o’clock. She knew that 
Miss Freeman had been distressed, hut did 
not think she was contemplating syicide. 
Dr. Becker says she will recover, and was 
lucky in escaping being frozen to death. 
It was not until late in the afternoon that 
she recovered from the effects of the drug 
and talked distinctly. 

MocCune lived before his late marriage at 
$11 East Chicago avenue. Mrs. Nevlin says 
that he had seen Miss Freeman only a few 
times since last May. 


Quarreled with His Daughters. 

It is absolutely false that the question of 
marriage was ever mentioned between Elsie 
Freeman and myself,“ Samuel C. McCune 
said last night. My relations with her were 
only of a business nature. She was em- 
ployed by me as housekeeper for more than 
a Vear, and I was competied to harge, | 
her becatise she could not agree my 
daughters. She quarreled continually with 
them, and finally told me that she would not 
live in the same house with my eldest daugh- 
ter. I then told her that she would have 
to leave. I am a widower, but I never gave 
the woman the least encouragement that 
might lead her to think I intended to marry 
her. I first became acquainted with her 
when I was managing the Ogden House at 
Franklin and Washington streets in 1893. 
She was a first-class dressmaker, and had an 
establishment at 811 East Chicago avenue 
for a long time. It is not true that I ever 
lived there with her or anywhere else. I 
cannot imagine what led her to think I had 
any intention of marrying her, for I never 
mentioned the subject to her. If she had 
gotten along with my daughters I don’t 
know but I might have married her, but 1 
always consider my daughters above every- 
thing else.’’ 
James Lynch, 45 years old, attempted to end 
his life witha razor last night at his home, 606 
Forty-third street.

SON OF MILLIONAIRE IS 
KILLED BY A FALL FROM 
HIS HORSE DURING HUNT. | 


Henry L. Wilbur Thrown by Animal in 
Cross-Country Run Near Philadelphia 
—Fails to Recover Consciousness 
Neck Believed to Have Been Broken. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 25.—[Special.]—As 
he was riding cross country to join the Ches- 
ter Valley hunt today Henry L. Wilbur, son 
of H. O. Wilbur, the millionaire manufac- 
turer, was thrown from his horse and killed 
on the farm of A. J. Cassatt, President of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, near Valley Forge. 
Mr. Wilbur, who lived at Bryn Mawr, 
started out.on a magnificent horse, accom- 
panied by T. N. McCartney, another hunts- 
man. They were too late for the start in 
Stafford, a suburb of this city, where the 
thirty-four hounds were released. The two 
men caught sight for the forward fox hunt- 
ers on the Cassatt farm and galloped at great 
speed to catch up with them. 

On the farther side of the property there is 
a three-foot rail fence and beyond this a 
ditch. Mr. Wilbur’s horse took the obstruc- 
tion easily, but in landing beyond the ditch 
one of the horse’s forward feet sank intoa 
small hole. Mr. Wilbur was pitched forward 
and thrown headlong to the ground, where 
he lay unconscious. 

He was hurried toward Devon, but his con- . 
dition grew worse and he died in a farm- 
mouse. The exact cause of death is not 
known, but it is believed to have resulted 
from a broken neck.

“I am so sorry that I am aid, for I was 
not able to go down-town and select presents 
for you all. But in a few days I will be able 
to go shopping and I want you all to remem- 
ber that my Christmas gifts to you are com- 
ing later.“ 

The best Christmas gift we could receive 
is for us to know that you are getting well,” 


replied Mrs. Brand, and his son and daughter 


echoed the sentiment.. A few moments were 
then spent in rejoicing over the improved 
condition of the sick man, when Mrs. Brand 
was called down-stairs and her son stepped 
from the room, sgt: his sister alone wee) 
her father.

Born in New York State. 


Mr. Brand was born in Edmeston, N. T., 
in 1835. His youth was devoted to the study 
of photography. He worked at Leonards- 
ville, N. Y.; Cleveland, O.; and Kingston,

In Letter to vienna Newspaper He A- 
serts That American Commerce Is 
Becoming a Danger te All Older Na- 
tions—Says Tariff’ Agreement Is Ab- 
solutely Necessary to 
Invasion of Entire Manufacturing 

Methods Must Yield.

VIENNA, Dec. 25.—Paul Leroy Beaulieu 
has written a letter to the Tageblatt advo- 
cating the formation of an economical fed- 
eration in Europe owi to the enormous 
commercial developmeft in the United 
States. 

M. Leroy-Beaulieu, who is a noted French 
economist and a member of the French In- 
stitute, thus refers to the United States: 

It is on the point of becoming by far 
the most important economic factor in 
the world. It may henceforth be regarded 
as the first industrial nation, and its 
euperiority will become more strikingly evi- 
dent year by year. Moreover, it will soon 
have a considerable mercantile marine.” 


Americans Scorn Europeans. 


After declaring that the Americans are 


already accustomed to regard Europeans, 
especially those inhabiting the continent, in 
about the same light as they regard Orientals, 
who vegetate in dreams of the past, M. Leroy- 
Beaulieu contends that if Europe persists in 
confining herself within such narrow bounda- 
ries she will be condemned to lead a vegeta- 
tive existence. 

He proceeds to advocate as a panacea 
economic alliance which may possibly sub- 
sequently develop into a political alliance, 
which is certainly to be desired. The pro- 
posed alliance rests in the first instance on 
a reform of interstate customs duties. M. 
Leroy-Beaulieu says it would be chimerical 
to suppose it possible in 100 or 200 years to 
abolish all custams between the different 
states, but this would not be necessary. It 
would suffice to reduce them considerably by 
means of clearly defined commercial treaties 
concluded for a long period. 

The maximum should, with few exceptions, 
be 12 per cent, and a permanent European 
customs commission should be 
trusted with the arranging of successive re- 
ductions in the duties and establishing the 
closest possible interstate relations. There 
cannot be a doubt of the possibility of such an 
arrangement. It is the only system by which 
Europe can maintain a great and increasing 
economic development. , 

Times Grows Alarmed. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

LONDON; Dec. 26, 3 a. m.—The Times this 
morning prints another long article upon the 
progress of American steel and iron. compe- 
tition, concluding as follows: 

„How much of the world’s expansion will 
America take from us? How much will she 
leave for us to struggle over with other 
manufacturing nations? Apparently the 
problem will be solved far sooner than has 
been generally expected. The abnormal 
demand of the United States for its own en- 
gineering products is fast slackening, thus 
bringing the marvelous increase in Amer- 
ican manufacturing capacity for the last 
five years and especially for the last three, 
to bear upon foreign markets. It is a ques- 
tion paramount to all others, even to the 
efficiency of the navy subsidy.”

Having now received from the Ministers 
of the powers a peace proposal, I beg to 
state that I will at once send it to his 
Majesty the Emperor. On receipt of his 
Majesty’s decree I will then send a rep * 
The joint meeting then adjourned... It is 
the unanimous opinion of the Ministers that 
China will accept the conditions within a 
month. The note has already been for- 
warded to the Emperor and Dowager Em- 
press, and it will probably reach them at 
Singan-fu next Thursday.
